Strategic retreat is best course 


By MAX LERNER 


pt poor Habert Humphrey, who 
in 2 moment of candour dlurted 
out a secret to a huddle of governors 
in a hotel room, and wit! be riddled 
for it. Tt was the not-so-innocent 
Secret that a volcanic explosion over 
busing is hot upon us, and that the 
Mberals who don’t heed the rumbling 
will soon be covered with lava and 
mummified forever In their lofty 
stance of virtue. 

This 159 afl helping George Wallace, 
who delightedly eats agonized liberal 
senators ond governors every day, 
using ‘his version of the busing 
story to fry them in public. The anti- 
busing fury may well give him 
victory io the Florida primary, but 
ἀξ goes well beyond the ‘Southern 
battles and has become the rallying 
ery in a nationel war, Obviously it 
sults Wallace's atyle of fake Po- 
pulism, ond will be used by many 
nationally as a Populist cop-out, to 
scrap the whole movement for school 
integration. 

But it would be foolish to dismiss 


is as only aweapon for Wallace and 


ἃ cop-out for the faint-hearted. 
Senators Mansfield, Scott, Javits and 
other architects of the recently pas- 
sed Senate! amendment to the educa- 
tion DH, took the anti-busing move- 
ment seriously enough to design 8 
tactical retreat in order to head off 


more damaging veralons or a Consti- 
tutional amendment. I raise a cheer 
for their bill, however ineffectual it 
was against the strong runsing tide, 
as witness the later passage of the 
Grifin version, sterner and more 
sweeping, which tries to stralt-facket 
the courts—and is prohably unconsti- 
tutional. β 

The purpose of the Mansfield-Scott 
version should be clear enough it 
tells the federal courts that Congress 
doesn’t want them ‘o order further 
busing, that in effect it wants 
busing to be a local option of the 
school districts. A Constitutional 
amendment would outlaw it alto- 
gether, and not only shut cff the 
future but roll back the past — 
which could mean the start of re- 
segregation. 

Have Mansfield, Scott and the 
liberal coalition beaten a craven 
retreat, as Sen. Ribicoff insists? This 
depends on how strong the anti- 
Dusing ide is. My own view is that 
it isn’t a die-hard fanatic movemert, 
limited to racists, but that its springs 
are deep and its appeal widespread. 

Every passionate movement in- 


volves an enragement which says, 
“You have driven us too far: from 
this moment we fight back. at 
whatever cost." The rage in anti- 
busing is against something vaguely 
called the “liberals,” especially the 
federal courts, and the ideas they 
get from the ‘uberal intellectuals 
and press, The American character 
is a melange of the sentimental 
and the violent, sometimes a dan- 
gerous combination. There are few 
sentiments in America stronger 
than those about children. In this 
case the semtiiment ts the feeling 
that the children are demg short- 
οἱ and victimized --- by being 
bused long distances, sometimes 
imto crime-ridden areas, and toro 
away from their neighbourhoods, 
and that the end-product is worse 
education for many, and confusion 
for al. 

Is this a true or false picture? The 
fact is that students of education 
Just don't know, because the evidence 
isn’t in. But whether true or false, 
a strong majority of Americans to- 
day pretty much believe it is true. 
IT don't doubt that some of them are 


moved, more or less conscisusly. by 
racial fears and prejudices, But they 
don’t form the majority, which is 
made up of people who feel that 
busing is the breaking-point, and 
rationalize their rage by their canvic- 
tion that the children are getting 
the short end of the stick. 

There are two ways of mecting 
this, without 2 Constitutional amend- 
ment and without resegrepation. One 
is to meet it head-on, use the weapon 
of the denial of federal funds to re- 
sisting schoo] districts. egg on the 
federal judges, crack down with a 
liberat version of law-and-order 
eonstitutionalism, and try to shame 
the waverers and defy the rebels. I 
suspect it would very quickly lead 
to a chain-reaction of open rebellion 
against the law, 

The other way is that of the more 
tough-minded Senate liberals, who 
won't lay down their arms, but are 
ready for pause to consolidate the 
gains of two decades of liberal court 
decisions, If the nation uses the time 
thus gained and turns its social 
inventiveness into opening bath the 
inner city ghetto and the suburb, 
changing the residential patterns of 
both, and improving the quality of 
schooling in both, it won't ‘be long 
before the drive toward equal educa- 
tion can be completed.

‘SE Israeli press has recent- 
iy elevated Leopold Trepper to 
the ranks of “famous Jewish 
martyrs." The former spy (for 
the Russians) has ‘been living 
with his wife in Wersaw on 5 
comfortable pension.

Rita Arnould, a courier and 
mistress of Isidor Springer, one of 
Trepper’s local agents, was one of 
the first to be caught and at once 
began to give ‘information to the 
Germans. Trepper, disguised es a 
rabbit pedlar, actually turned up 
at the scene of the first big arrest 
and was curtiy sent away by the 
German guards.

The few men feft with Trepper 
were ready to give up. One of the 
Russians had a set in Marseilles but 
always claimed it was out of order. 

Again ‘the 
Germans struck and captured his 
best operator — Johann Wenzel. 


After a few months, the Germans 


got Trepper, too: by a stroke of 
luck they followed a lead to 


his dentist, and arrived just before; 


his last appointment for treatment. 
Trepper took Η calmly, evidently. 
And now he caknly gave away his 
own agents, including Grossvogel, 
and even his most faithful follower 
Hillel Katz, in order to save his 
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own life. Katz was dumbfounded 
when summoned by Trepper to a 
rendezvous with the Gestapo. Trep- 
per then bought time by agreeing to

His book on the S.S. (short- 
ly to be reviewed in these columns) 
38 one of the best and most iilu- 
minating ever written about the 
Nazi period. His style is generally 
dispassionate but unblinkingly open- 
eyed. He cites the source for every 
single paragraph in his books, same- 
times for every sentence.

With the help of the 
τό excellent musicians, Mehta 
achieved a great deal. He simply 
poured the music out before us, 
opening It up to even the most re- 
served and cautious audience, How 
these 15 musicians played was 
really admirable. Each one was a 
soloist, presenting a long sequence 
of twisting melodies and complex 
harmonies which allowed for no re- 
spite, They exposed a lovely work 
in its most captivating colours. 


The second part of the concert 
was no less authoritative than the 
first, Mr. Firkusny drove his mes- 
sage home with relentless energy 
and determination, He poseases a 
huge striking power, producing ἃ 
sound of frightening might.

Jeruzalem Post Eneaset Reporter 
Tourism Minister Moshe Koi told 
the Knesset yesterday that there 
has been a serious shift by Israel's 
neighbours towards the promotion 
ef regional tourism. Presenting a 
review of his Ministry in the House 
yesterday, the Minister said that a 
suggestion he had made two years 
ago — that tourists to this area 
be allowed to visit more than one 
country — tad been sympatheti- 
cally received by Israel’a neigh- 
dours, and that discussions are now 
being held on how to realize this. 
The Minister added thet the flow 
of tourists from one country to 
the next in the Middle East, and 
the resultant cooperation {in this 
field, could eventually lead to “true 
peace” since this would na- 
turally encourage the flow of the 
citizens from one country to the 
next as well, 

According to Mr. Kol, an expected 
one millon tourists per annum will 
be visiting Israel within the next 
three or four years. He said that 
his Ministry was tackling the chal- 
jeage in four fields: improving cur- 
rent services; building more rooms; 
training qualifled manpower: and 
developing of new tourism centres. 

The Minister said that at present 
there were 8,700 hotel rooms under 
construction in various parts of the 
country, costing a total of IL650m. 
Over ‘half of these, he said, were 
being built in the Tel Aviv area, 
whHe another 2,300 were golng up 
in Jerusalem. 

By the end of 1974, he said, Is- 
ταδὶ will have a total of 25,000 ap- 
proved rooms for tourists, which he 
hoped would meet the demand. By 
1975, the country will have nine 
million bed-nights per annum, 6.6 
million set aside for tourists. Even 
today, he said, if Israel were 
to adopt the correct public rela- 
tions measures, some 100,000 tour- 
ists per month could be encouraged 
to visit Israel — doubling the $160m. 
the country now earns annually 
from tourism. 


CONDITIONS TO IMPROVE 


Despite the fact that Israel's 
hotel schools are capable of qua- 
lifying 620 workers per year, only 
420 register for courses. He said 
that, together with the Ministry of 
Labour, efforts were being made to 
get more people into the trade. In 
addition, he said, hotel workers’ 
conditions and salaries were being 
improved in an effort to solve the 
problem. 

Most of the Minister's speech 

dealt with attempts to develop new 
tourist havens, especially winter re- 
sorts for inland tourism. Eilat, for 
example, will soon have three 
times as many rooms as it ‘has 
now. In addition to the current 665 
rooms available in the Red Sea 
town, another 825 are currently un- 
Soe nae aye Wal 
being , 
Eilat will have a total of 1,500 
hotel rooms. In order for this to 
happen, he added, the Company for 
the Development of Eflat’s Shore 
-will have to invest another EG16m. 
— in addition to the 119m. which 
has been spent up to now. 


One of the shining examples of 
tourism development, Mr. Kol said, 
was the Dead: Sea shore, where 
only two years ago there was not a 
singie hotel in the area. Today 
there are some 95,000 bded-nights, 
and hotels there boast one of the 
highest occupancy rates in the 
country, By 1975 there will be a 
total of 3,600 hotel deds in the 
area, he added.

Numbz: of Catholic 
priests declining 
VATICAN CITY (AP). — The num- 
ber of Roman Catholics in the world 
increased by seven million from 1969 
to 1971 but the number of priests 
kept falling as it has done steadily 
for about a decade. Priests were 

down 4,228 to 300,481. 

The “activity of the Holy See” 
gear book, listed a total 533,604,110 
Roman Catholics for 1971. This 
made a world average of 1,535 Ca- 
tholics for each priest. Newly-or- 
dained priests numbered 3,500 in 
1971 or 582 fewer than in 1969. 
Many seminaries were closed down, 
including 44 major seminaries and 
49 minor seminaries. 

“Activity of the Holy See” for 
1971 was presented to Pope Paul VI 
yesterday in a special ceremony in 
the papal apartment.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP). — What 
do you do with a dead whale? 
This question has plagued the 
U.S. Coast Guard all weekend 
after an li-metre carcass washed 
up near Alcatraz island in San 
Francisco Bay Friday. 

At first the plan was to tow 
the 15-ton gray whale 15 kms. 
outside the Golden Gate where 
“sea animals could eat it.” 

But sea animals would kave no 
part of the fast-ripening remains, 
which was still intact mext day 
washed up on the shores of the 
resort community of Stinson 
Beach, 25 kms. to the north, 

“Your whale is on our beach,” 
Fire Chief George Wite told the 
coast guard by telephone when he 
smelled evidence. 


The coast guard dispatched a 
cutter which got a line under the 
unwelcome visitor at high tide , 
and hauled it off the Fation Is- 
lands, 35 kms. out to sea where 
It was moored to a buoy. The 
havy now plans to pick it up 
there, tow it out even further and 
blow it up with dynamite.
